Tbo right lo 
prohibit the Bale of liquor by law, bo said, 
was conceded in tbo license system. If it 
was right to prohibit one man it was right 
to prohibit any and all. He was opposed 
to license because it dented a monopoly 
out of which men gut lich, and were en- 
abled to ridu in tiuo carriages, weai fine 
clothes, and spread sumptuous tables. He 
culled upon those who voted for license 
to consider the character of tbe company 
they were acting with. Ho declared that 
every inmate and patron of bouses of pros- 
titution, eveiy gamblei, eveiy thief, every 
burglar, and every murderer in tbo land is 
for license, and all who vote for it or favor 
it, are acting these corrupt and wicked 
men.
